Tlie Dreyfas Ail'air the Subject of 
Widespread Attention and Prom- 
inent People Involved. 



Demand for tbe FaBlsIiment of Otlier 
Alleged Traitors Besides tbe 
Exiled Officer. 



Paris, Dec. 4. — All political and social 
iatereatB continue to be merKed in tbe 
case of Alfred Dreyfus, tbe former cap- 
tain of artillery, wbo is alleged to have 

been unjasUy nocuEed, tried and aen- 
tonccJ to impriaonment for life on a 
charge of having sold important plane of 
French forts to agents of a foreign 
power. Everything else is neglected, 
from tbe famous Bussisn military band, 
which baa been giving concerts to small 
audiences, to the booksellers, who com- 
plain that nothing can compete with the 
columns in the big^jest type devoted to 
the affairs of Dreyfus, his friends and 
enemies and everybody in any way con- 
nected with the case. Everybody seem a 
to be mixed up in it, from the Pope to 
Emperor William of Germany, and syn- 
dicates and secret societies are said to be 
hard at work spending millions on one 
side or the other. Ail France is in the 
throes of an agitation which is unparal- 
leled since the days of Danton and 
Robespierre. 

According to the Daily Telegram of 
London on Thursday last, copies of 
which paper have been passed around 
here amongst thoee interested on the 
subject. "A person who is really be- 
hind the scenes," says : " Undoubtedly 
some person or perecns did get vei;y im- 
portant facts regarding our (the French) 
military plana and communicated them 
to the German war office within a fort- 
niglit after the decisions in question had 
been taljen. If the extent to which this 
odious treason •jsas committed and the 
results it has produced in a neighboring 
country were fully made known I doubt 
whether, knowing my countrymen as I 
do, they would remain satisfied with the 
punishment of one man. They would 
call lor a radical change in the entire 
system, and possibly for more. This 
guilt may be brought home to another 
or to others, without necessarily estab- 
lishing the innocence of Dreyfus, who is 
lost beyond help and hope." 

The preliminary inquiry into the 
" Esterhazy affair " will be made by a 
military prosecutor, according to French 
custom, with a view to determining 
whether the charKee warrant a court 
martial. It is expected that the case 
will conaumo three weeks and people 
are now eagerly discussing whether the 
court martial, if ordered, will be secret 
or putjlic. Tiie preliininnriee are always 
private, but there is preat public oppoai- 
tion to the court martial taking place in 
private; and French ofiieiala are also 
bi!lieved to be in fear of a repetition of 
the unpopular phases of the Dreyfus 
trial.

THE LASH IN GUATEMALA. 

Its Use Revived to Discourage the Perennial 
Kevolutions. 

San F'rancibco, Dec. 4. — The latest 
mail from Guatemala conveys tbe infor- 
mation tbat President Barrius is threat 

ened with another uprising. Advices 
have been received at the capital of the 
Central American Republic to the effect 
that conspirators are at work in the 
northern part of the country, cloae to the 
Mexican border, and are being aided by 
political enemies of Barrios in the east- 
ern departments of the government. 

Behind the movement is said to be 
General Castillo, who participated in 
the recent uprising. He had reorgan- 
ized his forces in Salvador and then 
crossed the border, an act which in- 
volved the two neighboring republics in 
serious trouble, Castillo was routed and 
fled to Honduras. 

Barrios, {t is said, is not greatly dia- 
turbed by the information, for he be- 
lieves that his recent victories will not 
encourage another serious uprising, at 
least for a time. He is reported, how- 
ever, to be in an ugly mood, and is deal- 
ing out terrible punishment toanumber 
of prisoners whom he gathered in during 
the uprising and has since kept confined 
in the government penitentiary of 
Guatemala. 

Flogging has been revived and the 
lash is being used on about 200 prison- 
ers, most of whom are whipped every 
day. 

The revival of the lash in Guatemala 
was a great surprise to the people, for 
President Barrios bad always heretofore 
regarded such punishment in a most un- 
favorable light. 



ALASKA WANTS WHISKEY. 

Congress Petitioned to Snbatltate High 
License for the Present Froblbltlon. 

Wasui.vgton, Dec. 4. — Benjamin P. 
Moore, who was collector of customs at 
Sitka under President Cleveland, is in 
Washington for the wiut2r, and pro- 
poses to try to get some legislation 
throuch coneress providing a license 
law permitting the selling of liquor in 
that territory legally, Mr. Moore says 
the liquor question is a vital one to 
Alaska. The present prohibitory system, 
he saysi is a failure, and does not give 
satisfaction to anybody, not even to the 
missionaries. Under a high license, 
Mr. >roore declares the Indians will be 
better protected tlian they are now, for 
the law wi'.l provide stringent penalties 
for selling them intoxicants. 

Mr. Moore also says that a meeting of 
representative citizens was recently held 
at Sitka, and resolutions adopted asking 
congress to substitute a high license law 
for the present imi)erative jiolicy of pro- 
hibition. 

Soveri'.l bills have been introduced in 
congress of late years providing for high 
license, but there was no one here to 
press them and they failed of enactir.ent. 
Mr. Moore laopes for better success, since 
hu proposes to devote considerable of his 
time in trying to secure what be is 
])leased to term a better condition of 
things for the territory in tbe far north. 



TOOK SEASON FOR WINE, 

Unlavorable Reports of the Vintage in Sev- 
eral Districts of Europe. 

London, Dec. 1. — The reports from the 
wine growing districts oi Europe are 
gloomy. In Bordeaux the quantity is 
the smallest in many years and the 
(juality is unpromising. In Burgundy 
the Quality is poor and the crop small. 
The champagne vintage is quite a failure 
and not expected to be good enough for 
exportation. 

TURKEY AND GREECE. 

Alter Many Delays tbe Definite Treaty ol 
Peace at Last Signed. 

Wahiiington, Dec. 4. — The Turki.'eh 
legation to-day received a telegratji from 
Constantinope saying: "The dednilo 
treaty of peace ijetween the sublime 
porte and Greece has been signed to- 
day."

SLAFE TRADER'S BOPES 



A Crew of Innocents Lured from 
San Francisco to tlie Sontli 
Sea Islands. 



They Sought Mines of Fabulous 
Wealth but Cannibals' Soup 
Fots Yearned for Tliem. 



An American Consul Recognizes tbe 
Cruel Adventurer and Warns 
His Victims. 



Mr. Ohurcbill, late IT. S, conBoI 
general at Samoa, and who arrived Isat 
evening on the Aorangion his way hoitae, 

brings a decidedly interesting story in 
regard to the schooner Sophia Suther- 
land, which sot sail from San FranciBCO 
some months ago with a crew of treasure 
seekers bound for the Solomon ialandst 
Apparently the treasure seeking 
crew are tbe dup^s of some - 
designing scamps, for through Mr. 
Churchill's instrumentality it was 
discovered that Sorenaen, the Dane, who 
went as " trading master " of theoatBt, 
is practically an old pirate who has 
served a term in tbe penitentiary for • 
stealing natives and extorting ransom 
from their friends. 

Mr, Churchill in referring to the mat- 
ter as he sat in the parlor of the Aorangi 
last nicht, produced the story as he had 
given it to one of the Hawaiian papers 
on his way across the Pacific, as follows : 

" The Sophia Sutherland arrived in 
Apia, Samoa, where I was stationed as 
American consul, about two days before 
the departure of the Alameda ou her last 
trip north. The customs authorities 
were looking for her and went out im- 
mediately. We arrived aboard at the 
same time, being very anxious to find 
out all about tbe firearms reported to 
have beea stowed away oa departure 
from the Ooast. li there is anything ve * 
hate down in Samoa, it is firearms. -Yon 
know why. " ' ' ' 

" Instead of a hundred men armed'to .' 
the teeth, we found only sixteen of the 
most inolifensive looking young fellows. 
They were regular greenies, whom 
I took at once to be the dupes ot some 
sharp adventurer, a suspicion that 
I very soon found to be correct. la- 
stead of remonstrance we found the 
greatest willingness when told that 
they would have to submit to the regu- 
lations of the place which required 
that all the arms be taken ashore and 
put in bond in the custom house. 
Upon going below what was our surprise 
to find only eleven rifles, shotguns, and 
revolvers, not even enough to go around. 
The men were the meekest beings I 
ever bad any dealings with. 

" The said that they had formed a 
company to ao to the Solomen islands 
and had dubbed themselves the South 
Sea Commercial Company of San Fran- 
cisco, with Captain McLean, an old 
salt, in command. A man called Green- 
wood was the mineral expert, another, 
Gingg, the secretary and treasurer and 
Sorensen, a Dane, the trading master. 
I looked at all of them and foupd them 
all strangers to me except the Dane, 
Sorensen. I knew I had seen that face 
somewhere and I felt pretty sure it 
was when I was travelling among the 
islands of tlie Western I'aciOc. I talked 
with Sorensen for quite a while and soon 
had him telling me all about the islands 
down tiiere. 1 soon found that he did 
not know much about them, but was 
only making big talk. A friend of mine 
recognized Sorensen as formerly of the 
schooner Albert, which gave mo the key 
to the situation, I recalled the man and 
this is hia history as I remember it: 

" In the early SO's, Sorensen, who is 
an expert pearl diver, arrived in Mel- 
bourne, and began to tell about the won- 
derful pearl beds in the Solomon islanda. 
All needed was a little capital. His 
smooth address soon won over some of 
the good people of Melbourne, who pur- 
chased the schooner Albert, vr>ry trim 
little veBfiel,aiid fitted Soren.'.uu uut with 
a full diving outfit. A comiiL'tent, cap- 
tain and a good crew were pat aboard, 
and tiio Albert started away one bright 
inornitig bound for the Solomon islanda. 
When trio vessel had gotten near one 
of the ielnnds, the pearl diver devel- 
oped a aloru of |,-in. I might say here 
that tlio gin down along that way ia the 
ginnieat irin that v.'aa ever ginned. It 
was not long bfiforo the captain and 
crow were safe in the arms of Morpheas. 
Sorensen next developed a supply of 
irons which he used on the capfiain and 
sailors. When they cime toheiau:hedat 
them and sailing the ship close inshore, 
he bargained with a number of beach- 
combers, always to be found on those 
forlorn shores, and soon had the ship 
under weigh again. Now he had things 
all hia own way and started out to tretde 
with the ansuspecting natives.

The feature of the coast 
freight market is yet the demand from 
the Columbia river and Puget sound 
for grain tonnage. The market is (juiet 
at San Francisco, but the greater part of 
the tonnage due to Februaay 1 is char- 
tered for grain. The same is the case in 
regard to Portland and on the Sound." 

.MiUINE NOTES. 

O.P.R. Einpress of China sailed out- 
ward last evening, with but one saloon 
passenger — Mr. Bulman — from this city. 
He ia en route to Sydney, N.S.W., and 
will take the ateamer for that port from 
Hongkong. In the steerage there are 70 
Chinese contributed by the Victoria 
agents, fifty or more being residents of 
this city, and the remainder coming 
from the Sound by the City of Kingston 
yesterday. 

The swell off the entrance to the har- 
bor was 60 lieavy yesterday morning that 
no fewer tlian three good-size steam 
craft turned back to the wharf, these be- 
ing the D.G.S. Quadra, the City of Na- 
naimo aud the cannery steamer Nell, 
bonnil for her home iu the North. 

Tug Czar towed the liritish sliip Han- 
kow on Sunday morning from the Ruyal 
Roads to 'Facoroa, where she takes icrain 
cargo for the U.K. The Lorne is for the 
present on the retired list and it remains 
for the Czar to represent Victoria in the 
towing fleet. 

Sttanier Corona of the P. C. Sa. Co.'s 
fleet called last night on her way Nortfi. 
She ia lightly laden on the present trip 
and liaa coiiiparitively few passengers. 

Steamer Tacoma of the N. P, fleet is 
due from the Orient on Thursday of this 
week ; wliile the li.M.S. Empress of In- 
dia, follows on Tuesday next, having left 
Yokohiima ou Friday.

"His system of trading, though very 
questionable, waa simple and effective, 
it waa his practice to invite the chief 
of an island with a small following 
aboard the Albert. He would then get 
the sailors to intereat the men on deck 
while he took the chief down below 
to treat him. A dinner waa usually 
spread out, but the unfortunate chief 
usually got no further than the soup. 
At the given signal, the poor fellow 
was overpowered and put in irons. 
Then the sailors with their rifles and 
revolver would chase the nativea over 
the side of the vessel, instructing them 
at the same time that their chief was in 
irons and would bs killed unless a proper 
ransom was at once delivered aboard. 
Under such circumstances, Sorensen 
never failed to profit by the deal, the 
natives bringing aboard more tlian 
agreed on in the hopes of gaining their 
cnief back again with less delay. That 
was one mode. Another waa the follow- 
ing: 

" Sorensen would entice a number of 
nativea aboard and after siving them 
meat and drink — especially the latter — 
would, with the aid of liis men, throw 
them all into irons. Then, with a atifi" 
breeze blowing, he would sail away to 
the other side of the island, where rival 
tribes lived, and there soil the captives. 
Now, aa Sorensen was familiar witli the 
customs of the place and knew that they 
hardly ever worked down there, he muat 
have known he was not selling slaves, 
but a supply of fresh meat. That, how- 
ever did not seem to bother him in any 
degree whatever. 

"Sorensen followed this life for a 
number of montlia. Finally a complaint 
was laid in and 11. M.S. Dart rounded 
him up. He was tried in 188-1 and sent 
to tlie penitentiary for a term of ten 
years. He served his time and then 
mysteriously disappeared. 

"Not many months ago he turned up 
in San Francisco just as he did in Mel- 
bourne, and in his poasession were 
specimens of gold ore which, when an- 
alyzed, were found to be marveloualy 
rich in the very much coveted glitter- 
ing material. ' He told stories of the 
great wealtli of the Solomon islands 
saying that he had just come from there 
He had succeeded in winning the friend- 
ship of some of the natives who showed 
him the places where the great wealth 
was stored, 

"There waa a fever immediately and 
a number of young men got together, 
formed a company, purchased the Sopiiia 
Sutherland, and taking Sorensen at his 
word, without the least proof that he 
had procured the gold ore from the 
Solomons and started out on the journey 

"I felt sorry for the young men and 
immediately took steps to save them 
from the fate of the captain and crew of 
the schooner Albert. Together with the 
friend I have already mentioned, I went 
aboard the vessel and the story of the 
adventures of Sorensen was told them. 
You can imagine the effect this had on 
the poor souls. They were simply dumb 
founded and did not know what to do 
The next thing I did waa to confer with 
the British consul, who sent a dispatch 
to tlie British Solomona telling the an 
thorities there to forbid the landing of 
the men if it was found that Sorensen 
was aboard. 

"Just before leaving, the steamer 
Ovalani brought the news tliat the 
Sophia Sutherland liad arrived in Suva, 
Fiji, and that on the voyage to that 
port from Apia there had been trouble 
One of the men had been put in irons. 
I strongly suapect that it was Sorensen, 
for the feeling against him after bis re 
cord had been told waa by no means 
friendly. The men had been warned 
and evidently had their eye on him. 
That is the last I heard of the poor fel- 
lows. I hope that they will have the 
good sense to give up their foolish pro 
ject and return home at the earliest op 
portuoity."

There are many opportunitiea in " La 
Grande Duchease," with which the 
Calhoun Opera Company opened their 
return engagement at the Victoria last 
evening, for the display of elaborate 
scenery, magniScent costumes, brilliant 
lighting, and all the hundred and one 
little details which go to make up a 
perfect setting for a work of theatric 
act. And certain it ia that no more 
thoroughly equipped company has 
yet graced the Victoria than the 
Calhoun organization of 1897 proved 
to be. Its scenic equipment ia 
a revelation — ita coatumea freah 
and dainty and testifying to the em- 
ployment of none but the beatcoatumera, 
while the electric and calcium lights used 
in the presentation of the [liece are 
effective aud admirable. VVere it re- 
garded aimply aa a panorama of perfect 
stage setting and brilliant tableaux, 
" La Grande Duchess " would have de- 
served to live in remembrance for a long, 
long time. 

But let no mistake be made. The 
company, individually and aaa whole, is 
deserving of the handsome accessories 
with which a critical and liberal man- 
agement iiaa provided it. Tlie cast 
claims aa its head Miss Adele Farring- 
ton, whose voice while not especially 
strong is distinctly pleasing and very 
sympathetic; her acting too, is dainty 
and refreshing, and her easy trace not 
the least commendable feature of her 
work. Miss Beatrice McKeuzie does not 
find opportunity in the "Grande 
Duchease" part of "Wanda" to 
more than indicate her capabilities 
and afford a glimpse of a sweet, well 
educated voice. Her part in " Amor 
ita "—to-night's bill — will fortunately 
for the audience permit her to be longer 
with them. Then there are the Misses 
B. Armstrong, Louise Lewis, Stella 
Madiaon and Maude Allison, who al 
though not aaeigned parts more requir- 
ing than those of maids-of-honor, have a 
passing moment of triumph in the second 
act, wherein each proves to be a charming 
vocalist, and quite, well suited to a more 
important role. 

The male principals are especially 
strong, In Mr. J. Aldrid Libbey ia 
found a tenor who can act — and who is, 
withal, a hero in proportions— such a 
combination aa ia seldom realized, and 
when found cannot be too liighly com- 
mended. His conception of tlio soldier 
character of Private Fritz last evening 
waa thorough and artistic, while his 
singing was sweet and true, and his in- 
troduced songs, "Marie Louise" and 
the " Old M an's Story," entitled to re- 
cognition as the vocal gems of the even 
ing. Tho latter song waa in realitv a 
recitation of real dramatic merit, while 
Mr. Libbey's interpretation of it be- 
speaks a treat for those who attend 
Wednesday's matinee — that is if, aa he 
should be, he ia caat for the Huaaar cap 
tain. 

Mr. Edward Webb returned as an old 
friend to Victorians last night, with a 
part which fitted him aa completely aa 
did his elegant wardrobe. Another 
finished actor is here, and while hi 
voice contains at timea a trifle too 
metallic a tone, his articulation will 
make him steadfast friends wherever he 
travels, operagoera of this city being 
classed among the number. Mr. Allison's 
" General Bourn " was well sustained 
and the music correctly sang, though 
perhaps it ia in the baas that the com- 
pany ia weakest. Mr. Mountjoy Walk 
er's " Baron Peck" contains a great part 
of the comedy of the opera, and Mr. 
Walker proves to be a second edition of 
Calhoun in hia beet days — that veteran 
now being reserved for the exclusive di- 
rection of the stage, in wliich liia master 
hand is everywhere ajiparent. 

Tnoro are a number of others in the 
cast wlioare clever and deserving people, 
but it ia as a whole that tlio organiza- 
tion is nioet admirable, tho balance be- 
ing perfect, ami the settings, chorus and 
orchestration in every way past criti- 
cism. The Buuiptuoueneaa of the lirat 
w-as a Burprise and a revelation last even- 
ing, and alone will repay a visit to tlie 
theatre. If Victoria ia to retain her 
character aa a comic opera city the bouae 
should certainly be packed to the doors 
to-night — for it ia a fine company, with 
every modern accessory to its ancceas.

• BECATE STRAIT. 

The report that it was the intention of 
the Dominion government to permit 
Hecate Strait to be regarded ae the open 
ocean bag no^ been confirmed, and we 
moat eincerely hope that it will not be 
Hecate Strait lies between Queen Char- 
lotte's Islands and the Mainland. In its 
narrowest point it is twenty-six milbs 
wide. In its widest part it is flfty-eiKht 
miles; the average width being abcut 
forty miles. Hecate Strait is valuable 
aa a halibut ground. There are other 
halibut grounds on the Coast, but nore 
BO near the market and none so favor 
ably situated iu other respects aa this 
strait. The only reason why the United 
States wishes to have the strait regarded 
as the open ocean is that its fishermen 
may have accesB to. it. Fishing vessels 
mast nee the territorial waters of Canada 
to get there and must use Canadian 
ports as harbors of refuge. The request 
which our government is prepared, it is 
said, to grant will admit United States 
fishermen to equal privileges in the 
strait with oar own. If this is done, 
farewell to the Canadian halibat fishery 
on this coast. We direct attention to 
the point that the request is hot that 
the right of fishing shall be conceded, 
which might be coui)led with permisBiou 
to Canadian fisherraen to resort to the 
halibat grounds of Alaska, and would be 
a sort of reciprocal arrangement. We 
are asked ofiicially to declare that we 
have no exclusive rights in the strait, 
while the United States will reserve all 
its escluaive rights in Clarence Strait 
and other waters, now claimed to be in 
Alaska. We desire to enter a protest 
against the alleged decision of the gov 
eniment. 

OFFICIAL FALSEHOOD. 

We have taken occasion to speak of 
the falsehoods circulated by the Seattle 
morning paper and to correct them in 
very positive language.

direct particular attention to the 
sentences: "Canadian customs are a 
bugbear. Much of a miner's outfit goes 
in free. 70 per cent, of a Canadian out- 
fit is American made." A few months 
ago it would have seemed incredible that 
any such institution as the Chamber of 
Commerce of a large city would have 
gone on record with such a statement as 
this. We have learned, however, that 
nothing is too rank to be published by 
those who are endeavoring to build up 
the outfitting trade of Seattle. It is true 
that the people in whose behalf these 
repreeontationa are made, know that 
they are untrue ; but they do not care. 
Tlieir purpose will be served if they are 
able to get this year's trade out of their 
dui)ea. About next year they are not 
concerned. But it is an amazing thing 
that they should bo willing for the sake 
of the profits on a year's buainess to 
blacken their names before all the world. 
They know perfectly well that the Cana- 
dian custdms, so far from being a bug- 
bear, average probably 30 per cent, on 
every ontflt purchased in the United 
States or elsewhere out of Canada. They 
know perfectly well that after the first of 
January, no part of a miner's outl'.t will 
go in free. Tiiey know that only a very 
small part of a miner's outfit is purchas- 
ed in the United States by Canadian 
merchants. It is possible to outfit a 
miner completely with Canadian goods ; 
but there are some lines that can be 
purchased to greater advantage in the 
United States, which goods our dealers 
always keep in stock, and upon which 
duties are paid at a less rate 
than they would be upon the retail 
purchases of miners. Our merchants buy 
their goods of United States manufac- 
ture in the same markets that the Seattle 
merchants buy theirs and consecjuently 
they cost no more iu British Columbia 
than they do in Seattle, with the excsp- 
,tion of the duty on the wholesale lots 
purchased, which as we have said, is 
much less than upon single small lots 
bought by individual miners. Thin pro- 
portion of miners' outfits is not large, 
ia in fact eo small that it need nut be 
taken into account at all. 

We also direct attention to the state- 
ment that "every steamship line but 
one leaves Seattle. You must go there 
before you can get to Alaska." This is a 
bald untruth. It is not true now; it 
will not be true next year. It never 
was true. 

We have no objection to raise to the 
Chamber of Commerce of Seattle making 
the beat of their city's case. We have 
not the slightest desire to say anything 
which will detract from the business 
character of that city. We are sorry to 
have to brand the Chamber of Commerce 
as deliberate falsifiers; but the facts 
compel us to do so. Seattle is a fine 
city, a growing city, a city with an 
assured fattire. Her representative 
people ought to be above the exquisite 
meanness of deceiving men who will 
come out to the Coast in the spring with 
no more money than they will need, 
even if they exercise the closest econ- 
omy. Many a man leained to his cost 
last fall that the representations of 
Seattle newspapers and business men on 
the above points were wrong. Many a 
man will find iu the spring that, after he 
has bought hia outfit in Seattle he will 
have to draw deeply upon his pocket- 
book when he reaches the Canadian 
frontier. 



THE WORLD'S BREAD SUPPLY. 

An article by C. Wood Davis in the 
Forum deals with the (juestion of the 
world's food supply, and while previous 
estimates made by this writer render us 
chary of accepting his conclusion, he de- 
serves recognition as a very careful com- 
piler of facts. He estimates that in 
1871 there were 371, 000, CaO people who 
could j)ro!)erly bo termed bread eaters. 
The number has now reached 510,000,000 
and iiQ claims that, Russia and Turkey 
excepted, the diet of Europe and Amer- 
ica is constantly improving. In Russia 
there is a ste.idy decline in the amount 
of wlieat consumed by the i)eoi>Ie. In 
Turkey there has been no material 
change. While tliia great incrciHO in 
the demand for wheat has been develop- 
ing the area of supply has been far from 
keeping pace with it. Thna we sea that 
the area devoted to breadstnfla, except 
barley and Indian corn, is 2,000,000 acres 
leas than it was fifteen years ago, and ia 
only 20,000,000 acres more than it was in 
1871. To have kojjt pace with the in- 
crease of consumers there should have 
been an increase of 80,000,000 acres since 
that date. The increase has been slower 
in recent years than in those immediate- 
ly preceding. Thus, between 1871 . and 
and 1881, there was a 11 per cent, in- 
crease, while siuce ISSl the increase has 
only been a trifle over 5 per cent. The 
greiter part of the addition was in the 
United States and was made in the de- 
cade 1871-81, at the close of which the 
area in wheat reached the highest point 
ever attained in the history of that coun- 
try. Since then there has been a decline, 
the area in wheat in 1897 having been 
3,000,000 acres less than in 1882. 

Mr. Davis, from an elaborate study of 
statistics, arrives at the conclusion that 
in the yield of grain, " fat and lean " 
periods alternate. ' The last fifteen years 
have averaged ^ight eo Lhat there was an 



aggregate surplas during them of 1,200,- 
000,000 bushels above what would have 
been a normal crop. It is historical that 
from 1799 to 1821 there was a period of 

poor crops, and other periods of the same 
nature are on record. Mr. Davis esti- 
mates that we have got along during the 
last two years only , by drawing on 
213,000,000 of this reserve, and he says 
that the whole of ;(be:,atook. has gone. 
He, therefore, estimates that the grain 
crop for next year will be 400,000,000 
short. If his conclusions are correct, 
and there is no reserve supply of bread- 
stuffs and only three-quarters of what 
will be needed next year in sight, a very 
serious economic problem presents it- 
self. If we should have a series of lean 
years, the world would be brought face 
to face with a period of almost univertal 
shortage — wo had olmost written famine. 
What prospect is there for relief? It 
is useless to look to the United States. 
The available wheat area in that coun- 
try is substantially all under tillage. 
Considerable land awaits reclamation by 
irrigation, but this can hardly bo taken 
into account. Irrigation is expensive, 
and calls for considerable time. A few 
years ago a systematic attempt was 
made, largely under the stimulus of Mr. 
Davis' writings, to deal with the irriga- 
tion problem on a national scale ; but it 
came to nothing. Under any circum- 
stances it would not be worth while to 
look to the United States to augment 
the world's wheat supply from the pro- 
duct ol her irrigable areas. So far from 
expecting that country to furnish any 
portion of any deficiency which may 
occur by reason of a series of lean years, 
there is reason to fear tiiat it would 
fail altogether aa a source of supply. 
The people of the United States are 
large consumers of wheat and they can- 
not be expected to provide perman- 
ently the large amount which they now 
contribute towards making up Europe's 
enormous annual deficit. 0ns of the 
most startling facts in connection with 
the world's commerce is that the United 
States, so far from feeding the rest of 
world out of her abundance, actually 
imports an amount of foreign agricultural 
produce equal, with freights pud com- 
missions added, to the total value of all 
the exported farm produce of the coun- 
try at the port of shipment. In the 
(•vent of impending lean years, it will 
be useless for the world to turn to the 
Unitt-il States for relief. Argentine, 
UruBuay and probably Southern Brazil 
can be trusted to add very largely to the 
whoatgrowing area. Siberiaought, after 
the construction of the great transcon- 
tinental railway, to do the same. There 
does not seem to bo any ground to ex- 
pect much from Australasia or South 
Africa. We have Canada left, and in 
the Dominion there is a very large area 
that can produce wheat and is yet prac- 
tically untouched. Mr. Davis, however, 
declines to take either Siberia or Canada 
into his calculations as possible eoarces 
of supply. He, indeed, Ijelieves that 
unless the people of Europe will consent 
to eat corn bread there is no possible 
way by which the impending shortage 
of breadatufia in that continent can be 
averted. 

While wo do not accept Mr. Davis as 
entitled to speak ex cathedra upon this 
aubjeot, his paper deals with a (lueation 
of prime importance, and the points to 
which he draws attention are worthy of 
the most careful consideration. If we 
have exhausted the surplus of bread- 
stuffs accumulated during the past fifteen 
years of plenty, and if the area sown lo 
wheat is diminishing, the world is cer- 
tainly confronted with a very serious 
problem, especially if we are on the eve of 
a period of reduced production per acre. 
Mr. Davis dealt with the subject very 
exhaustively about ten years ago, and 
it is notuworthy that bis anticipations 
at that time have not been realized. 
He then expected that the United States 
would cease to export wheat by 1S95. 
He would probably explain hia mistake 
by attributing it to the exceptionally 
large crops which have marked some of 
the years of the past decade, and the ex- 
lilanatiou ia fairly satisfactory. If the 
annual yield per acre in the United 
States had kept at the low rate, which 
characterized it in the early SO's, there 
ia not much doubt that the exportable 
auriilus of wheat would b.avo been cut 
down so low as to be hardly worth tak- 
ing into consideration. With the Uni- 
ted States out of the way as a seller of 
wheat, a contingency that may come 
about at any time, the problem of the 
v^orld's food supply would become ex- 
ceedingly difficult, and some very grave 
financial propositions would press for 
solution. It is an economic fact that the 
world stands upon the verge of famine 
all the lime. One universally bad sea- 
son would spread misery over civilized 
nations to a degree that the imagination 
cannot conceive.

A heavy draft will 
be made upon the resources of our police 
establishment and as a matter of course 
upon the executive ability of the mayor 
and city council.

Fawcett, the gold commissioner of Ceu' 
ada for the Klondyko region, has just re 
ceivcLl from thcMinister of the Interior 
at Ottawa, ollicial notification of the 
adoption ii council of new regulations 
for tbe Yukon district, under which 10 
and 20 per cent, royalties are to be 
levied on the output of gold mines. The 
new -laws are not effective until pro 
claimed in tho district to whicli they 
apply. 

The commiBsioner was very much dis- 
tressed, for he recognized the injustice 
of the new regulations. He ^tdill not pro- 
claim them forthwith, for the reason that 
Major Walsh, who comes to supervise 
the enforcement of the laws of Canada, 
is reported to be nearing Dawson, and 
because unofficial information had ar- 
rived to the ellect that the objectionable 
regulations had been rescinded. 

D.iwson is aflame with indignation. 
The commiBsioner received the news 
yesterday, and at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon of that day an open-air mass meet- 
ing was held, and the suggestion of some 
of the most important claim holders, to 
consider the situation. Captain George 
Morgan presided. Temperate, but 
earnest sneechea were made tind a com- 
mittc3 of five was chosen to draft a 
memorial directing the attention of the 
Canadian government to the unfairness 
of the new regulationa. 

The committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Frederick Hutcliinaon, Alexander Mc- 
Donald, T. U. Mallory, Frank Oonrad 
and Henry Tibbeta, all Canadians, were 
chosen by tbe crowd, and these men may 
be said to represent fairly the best class 
of solid miners. 

The committee had a lengthy confer- 
ence on the 23rd, aud a preamble and 
resolutions were adopted covering the 
situations. This plea of the Yukon 
miners for fair treatment from. Canada is 
addressed to the government, and runs 
as follows : 

MINERS APPEAL TO THE DOMINION. 

" Whereas, It is reported that the 
Dominion of Canada has ko amended the 
mining regulations governing theplacers 
of the Vukon district of the Northwest 
Territories that heavy royalties are to be 
imposed, based on the output of the gold 
fields, and the creek and river claims 
are to be limited in length to 100 feet, 
rather than 5C3 feet, ae heretofore, and 
that every alternate claim is to be re- 
served from entry; now, therefore, by 
the miners of the Yukon district, in 
solemn mass meeting assembled, be it 

" Resolved, That in what we are about 
to say we are animated by respect for the 
government of this Dominion and a pro- 
found faith in the justice of the people 
of Canada and their representatives. We 
believe that a plain statement of the 
conditions surrounding us will be given 
earnest consideration ; and for that we 
may be appealing for justice when jus- 
tice has been granted, we have this to 
suggest : That wo are so cut off from 
speedy communication with Ottawa aud 
BO unceitain as to the trustworthiness of 
such unofficial information as filters to 
us that we are na men groping in the 
dark, yet cannot rest in silence while 
there is probability that the laws affect- 
ing us are changed or changing and sub- 
ject to alteration withoutour knowledge. 

" Resolved, That if this Dominion has 
imposed heavy royalties, cut the size of 
bottom claims and reserved every alter- 
nate claim from the pick and shovel of 
the prosi)ector, or if tliis Dominion is 
serionaly conaidering proposals to make 
changes of such scope, we believe it is 
because tbe ofhciala of Canada have been 
misinformed as to the conditiona pre- 
vailing in the gold fields of the Yukon; 
and, therefore, we respectfully repreaent 
ab true theee propositions: 

I.NACCUKATB REPORTS CONCERKINO KLON- 
DYKE.

papers of Canada and the United States 
concerning the placers of the Klondyke 
and Indian divisions of the Yukon dia 
trict. Men of this district who have 
gone hence to the centres of population 
in this Dominion and the United States 
are quoted by the press as authority for 
statements wholly false or grievously 
misleading. The impression has been 
given, apparently, that enormously rich 
claims are the rule, and that gold may 
be mined with profit, now, almost any- 
where in the vast region about the vil- 
lage of Dawson. That impression ia not 
justified. 

"Second— Of the 1,800 claims thus far 
recorded, noD more than two score have 
been demonstrated to be remarkably 
rich. The others are either moderately 
rich, local conditions considered, or 
practically unknown quantities— most of 
them are unknown quantities. , The in- 
dications are favorable to a fair profit for 
tbe claim-owners if no royalties be im- 
posed; there is no certainty that a con- 
siderable percentage of the claims would 
be profitable if heavily taxed. 

" Third — Tlie remarkably rich claims 
ie on Bonanza creek and its tributaries, 
Tliese atreama, whoae waters go into the 
Klondyke, are small, and the claims be- 
"ieved to have value have been granted 
by Canada to the miners who are work- 
ing them. Possibly they cannot consti- 
tutionally be taxed 10 or 20 per cent, aa 
royalty, now that the government and 
claim-holders have contracted on an- 
other basis for year to year, and certain- 
ly they cannot be taxed so during the 
current year, for whjch the claim-hold- 
era possess written leases. Within two 
years their riches can be exhausted, and 
it is possible that within the term of the 
leases now issued some of the richest 
will be left barren, or nearly so. There- 
fore, so far as men can know now, with the 
other stream valleys of the Yukon almost 
unknown, save for the more or less unre- 
liable reports of occasional prospectors, 
any heavy tax impoaed on mines would 
have these efiects : 

KKNICIOUS EFFECTS OP HEAVY ROYALTIES. 

"(a) If the government cannot vary in 
eaaence the character of its contract with 
the subject, then the holders of the 
claim known to be rich will be exempted 
from tho bearing of heavy royalties, and 
theao royalties will fall as a weight on 
claims not yet granted, discouraging 
development, with the likelihood from 
indications that such other claims will 
bo IcBS rich than those that inspired tbe 
high taxation. 

"(b). If government can bo vary its 
contract, claimowners who exhaust the 
wealth of the mines before the expira 
tion of leases now granted will escape 
and the burden will fall unequally. 

" (c). The less rich mlnea might not 
be worth working at all. 

" (d). The royalty might, accordingly, 
irove prohibitive, and in the case of the 
-ess succoiisful (who are, in all likeli- 
hood, as twenty to one in comparison 
with those who have fairly rich claims), 
't might be an injustice tho most cruel 
government would not knowingly prac- 
tice, further embarrassing the already 
leas fortunate miner. 

"Fourth — The wage rates are high 
and supplies are costly. Ordinary la- 
borers command !fl.50 the hour; flour 
costs ^12 to ifie the hundred weight; ba- 
con coats 50 cents the pound ; good grade 
blankets coat ^25 apiece, and other sup- 
plies are proportionately expensive. It 
is difficult and at times impossible to 
buy aupplies at all, and famine condi- 
tions threaten in this region every win- 
ter and shortage is the rule. In conse- 
quence not many of tbe mines of this 
district, even in the stream-valleys of 
the Bonanza and its branches, yield 
much beyond expenses at present, and 
many that have been well prospected are 
not rich enough to justify the claim own- 
ers in employing asaiatant workera. The 
operating of mines ia further hampered 
by severe climatic conditions. Theee

lead to the need of thawing the frozen 
gravel beforo it can be shoveled, and the 
ground is frozen all the year. During 
the long cold seaeon, extending from 
early October to June, wood fires must 
be burned in the drifts, and during the 
warm season tho aun cannot always free 
the gravel from its fetters, though pita 
are so dug as to give the rays the fullest 
opportunity. 

" Fifth — There are no roads in all this 
district, and never were miners more 
handicapped in moving to and from 
mines than are we Of the Yukon. For 
transporting supplies we are obliged to 
pay 30 cents a pound for a journey of 
fifteen milea, and more proportionately 
for further distances, and this because of 
the deep, wet moss and tho miles of mud 
and tangled brush through which men 
muBt strugtrlo, packs on back. 

" Sixth — Thia ia a land of tremendous 
solitudes and marveloua wilduesa. It 
appears to be a land of immense promise 
for the prospector, but the appearance 
may be deceptive. There is practically 
nothing known of it beyond a radius of 
twenty miles. It is outside the range of 
language to picture the difficulties that 
beset the explorer here who goes forth 
with pick, shoved and gold-pau to search 
for gold. Only strong men are equal 
to the taak, and only men of 
great courage and perseverance 
can press far. If Canada place 
a heavy hand on the prospectors already 
almoBt frenzied with toil and privation, 
proapecting in Canadian territory will 
ue abandoned by tho majority, and 
proapoctors will turn toward tho Alas- 
lain gold fields, where there are proinisea 
not much less encouraging than those of 
these Territories, and where terma im- 
poeed by government, if more Ioobo, are 
nevertheless not burdensome. Thia ia 
not a threat; it is a condition. We are 
too respectful of Canada and too grateful 
for benefits conferred to set forth any- 
thing save by way of informing the gov- 
ernment of the. situation as we see it 
here. 

" (a). Should the government fail to 
co-operate with the claim-holdera, the 

having only 100 feet, and that between 
governiueut claims, would be an afllic- 
tion in that miner-like provision could 
not be made for the most profitable 
working of the central claim. Nor could 
a number of miners co-operate for the 
joint working.of consecutive claims, 

CAPITAL MIGHT CROWD THE JHNER. 

"(b). Should government, on the other 
hand, eell the claims located, and thia 
after the prospector's labor had given 
market value to those adjoining claims, 
it might well bo that tho miner would be 
crowded to tho wall l)y capital; for 
whereas witli every claim open to entrj', 
the successful ])rospector could give 
friendly individuals tho benefit of hia 
discovery and surround himself with 
neighbors to hia liking, or at least gain 
the advantage that comes of tbe abeencc 
of favoritism to capital; human aQ'aira 
are so organized that capital would have

Leaving; Dyea for Victoria diroct the 
day subsequent to the Corona's dopa.rt- 
ure fioin tlio Lynix Canal, tlie etoauier 
Faralloa made port yesterday morning, 
briDging thirty or more Skagway and 
Juneau paasengerB, and two -who have 
the right to regiBter from Dawson City. 
These latter are William 0. Leake, owa 
er of claiin El Dorado, and William 
Love, a butcher who accompanied a 
baud o£ cattle into Dawson, and i8 now 
returning to the Coast. Both were 
members of Jack Dalton'a party, whicli 
left DawBou on the 15tli October, and 
wliila the majorit/ of tlieir compauiona 
came through by the City of Seattle, 
they have " laid over " a ship at Janeau 
to do a little buaineea and enjoy some of 
the comforts of civiliziitiou. 

Leake fully conlirniH the news Ecnt 
through by E. J. LivernaHh, the special 
correspondent at J)aweon of the Journal 
Esamiuer, that two steamera — the Bella 
and the Weare — had made their way up 
the Yukon to Dawson, with supplies of 
proviBioaa to relieve the eituation there 
Their combined cargoes would not, bow- 
evert a.ceording to Mr,. Leake, approach 
aQythlng near the 300 tons reported by 
Mr. Livernash. On the contrary this 
would-be an outside estimate of the car 
go capacities of the two Bteamere, 
and while they no doubt left 
Fort Yukon fully laden, ■ it must 
not be forgotten that they wore held 
up at Circle City and relieved of a major 
portion of tlieir provisions by the des- 
perate miners who bad reached that 
point. 

Weighing all these circumstances, Mr. 
Leake does not believe that the relief 
boats had more than ISO tons at an out 
aide estimate when they reached the 
Klondyke capital— and of this a consid- 
erable'portion was coal oil. All that the 
two boats brought was in warehouses by 
the time the Dal ton party started — at 
noon on the 13th— and while the Bella 
-was ander oidera to winter at Dawson, 
the Wears started back at once for Fort 
Yukon, to bring up etill another cargo 
before winter closed the river. 

Aa Dalton and his companions had 
200 miles of fairly clear water on their 
way out, Mr. Leake doea not anticipate 
that she will have any difficulty 
carrying out this plan. In Dawson at 
the time of his departure, mutton was 
the staple fresh food supply, the cattle 
having oeen exhausted, but 1,500 sheep 
taken in by the passes and river con 
aiderably augmenting the supply oL eat- 
ables. There was no shortage of canned 
gooda, he says, and while in the event of 
no more supplies gettine through, there 
was ev'iry prospect of people going 
hungry, no one intellisrently analysing 
the situation would venture to predict 
' actual starvation lor anyone. 

The El Dorado claim holder will re 
turn to Victoria Irom the Sound in a few 
days and here outfit ior bis return trip 
He brings the news from Jim Macaulay 
that he is coming through immediately 
and will eat Christmaa dinner with his 
friends in Victoria. 

Of the latest news from the mines Mr. 
Leake tells something, In early Octo 
her two rushea had occurred — one to 
Eureka creek, an aliluent of the Ind'an 
and the other to All Gold creek, a near 
neighbor of Too Much Gold. Prospect' 
ing at last advices had gone no further 
on either of these new discoveries than 
panning a little gravel, and good color 
was the only absolutely reliable report 
Obarles Houser had arrived from Btew- 
art river, where he has been prospectinc; 
for gold during the last fifteen months. 
He went 200 miles up the Stewart and 
tamed into Mayo creek. Twelve miles 
up tbe*Mayo he sunk a shaft to bedrock 
— the first bedrock shaft ever sunk on 
the Stewart, so far as known, No gold 
was found in gravel or on bedrock, bo 
the bold prospector built a rait and made 
the run to Dawson, where he will win 
ter. In the ei)ring ho will resume work 
on the .Stewart. Only twenty-five men 
have been prospecting on that stream 
and ita tribatariee this season, Mr. Hou- 
ser reports, and of these not one has 
Eunk a shnit to any considerable depth. 
The Farallon on iier just completed 
voyage had tier taste of the "takou," 
but came throngli it safely, although 
some of tier o/Ucera had an unpleasautly 
close call. The chief engineer, with one 
or two men from the ship, had taken the 
little steamer Perhaps, .and, accom- 
panied by the owner of that craft, his 
wife and their child, was rounding up a 
missing cargo scow when the blizzard 
struck them — blowing " fit to cut the 
hair oil' a dog's Ijack and with the ther- 
mometer at six below." Tiift cliief had 
ears and noae frozen, and all eull'ered 
terribly before being rescued by the llrst 
oflicor of the Earallon on a small local 
steamer sent to look for tbem — the Per- 
haps, in the meanwhile, having ])ilcd 
upon the rocks. 

The Detroit, landed on Douglas island 
in the same atorm, bad boen re-lloated 
before the Farallon sailed south, 
and was on her way to the near- 
est port at which aatiefactory re- 
pairs coald be made. She", in 
all probability will continue to run from 
Juneau to the Lynn Oadal towns, wliile 
the FerbapB will maintaiq^ ferry service 
between Skagway and Dyea. The town- 
site war at the latter place baa now sim- 
mered down to threatenings, and no 
furtlier liostilitioa were looked for with 
the Healey it Wilson tract as the battle 
field. At Juneau the district court is 
still in BOaaion with the Kid Uircli case 
before it, Birch had been tried and ac- 
quitted on the first count of murder, and 
was subsequently having his hearing lor 
manslaughter, with the probabilities in 
tavor of conviction. 

The Farallon will be ready to return 
north on ,or about her schedule date, 
and will undoubtedly continue to do good 
businesB until her saccessor, a atcamor 
of 1800 tone, now building in San Fran. 
Cisco, is ready for service in the ^arly. 
spring. ^

the advantage in bidding for the proper- 
ties held by the . crown, and this without 
any fault of government- in the course of 

sales. 

•'HcBolved, That we have kept from 
view ttie humier and the cold, tne 
lieartache and the weariuesa we iiave en- 
dured and are enduring in this deaolate 
region in which wo were bidden by Can- 
ada, We came into the wilderness, led 
on by thefair laws and promising iatream- 
^alleysand mountains of these far-reach- 
ing territories ; and we. have made for 
ourselves the bate we dwell in, the traila 
we traverse and the rude implements 
wherewith we toil. Shall Canada, now 
that wo look up and breathe again, still 
amidst conditiona of rigor and uncer- 
tainty, reach out unkindly and vary in 
essence the laws that hroucht ua hither, 
take from us an unreasonable portion of 
that for which we havoBuflered, and im- 
pose on the daring and earnest men who 
are toiling as prospectors in a land of 
eternal ico regulations ungerousand per- 
haps prohibitive of (|ueat for undiscov- 
ered treasure? Wo appeal to Canada to 
pause ; wo aak of her that she send into 
the midst of us a commission that shall 
report to her the facts as they are, before 
the last word is said as to the govern- 
ment of the Yukon placers." 

The members of the committee were 
unanimously in favor of the resolutions, 
and agreed to report them to the mass 
meeting. 

After deciding upon their report, they 
ai rilnged to be informed of the wishes of 
the gold commissioner. Mr. Fawcett 
advised that no memorial be dispatched 
to Ottawa until after the arrival in Daw- 
son of Major Walsh, eo that the major 
might be commissioned to report on the 
requireineuts and resources of the dis- 
trict, and might be persuaded to endorsa 
the reBolutions framed by the commit- 
tee. 

At 7 o'clock to-night the opera house 
was filled with the beat men of the Klon- 
dyke, Captain Morgan called the meet- 
ing to order, and the committee aigniUed 
ita readiness to report, but suggested tlie 
counsel of the gold commiasioner. It 
was speedily determined to await the 
advent of Major Walsh. The committee 
wae given further time in which to re- 
port, and was directed to confer with 
Major Walsh as soon aa possible, and to 
call a meeting of the men of the district 
for a time when he could be present 
Thou the gathering dispersed. It was 
large, orderly and digniQed. Deep 
oarncatnesB and more moderation than 
might have been expected wore the 
stronc; characteristics observed. 

IIOl'KFUL. THAT CANADA WILL BE JUST. 

The moderation is duo to the convic- 
tion that if Canada has not repeabd iiie 
new regulations she will repeal tln'in 
when she understands them to he, as 
they doubtless are, unjust. If their faith 
is misplaced there will be firm resistance 
of the outrageons taxation and speedy 
abandonment of most of the prospecting. 
There will be bloodshed, too. 

Those who credit the unofficial report 
that the odious regulations have been 
withdrawn, and who believe that official 
notification to that efl'ect is on the way 
to Dawson, fear that Canada will not 
Buffer the old regulations to stand 
Radical amendment is anticipated, and 
in the direction of increased taxation 
and reservation of claima. Therefore 
even they are muttering. 

The news baa set the miners to casting 
willine glances toward Alaska. There 
are good opportunities near Circle City, 
along the American end of the Forty 
mile, on the Tanana, and in other dis 
tricta already more or less familiar to 
most of the men in and about Dawson. 
Let Canada be a bit careleaa of the 
eiiuitiea and she may have to wait a while 
to have her solitudes explored.

HOAH AND HIS FLOOD. 

Criticisms of the Biblical Siary Dealt With 
—Its Lesson lor Unbelievers, 

On Sunday evening Rev. Dr. Camp- 
bell gave the first of a Boriee of short 
biograi)hical lecturea, at the First I'rea- 
byterian church, lie said it waa easy to 
l:eep trace of events in human liistory 
between Adam and Noah, even without 
written records, for in those days men 
lived to a very old age. A centenarian, 
a curiosity witli ua, would be then com- 
paratively a mere boy. Methuselah, 
Ifoah'a grandfather, lived 909 yeara, 
Adam 950, and Noah himself was GOO 
yeara old when the Hood came. The 
cauEC of the flood waa the wickedneaa 
brought about by the intermarriage of 
"the sons of God," as eome say, pre- 
Adamitea, and the " daaebtera of men," 
the descendanta of Adam. Godcommanl- 
ed Nuati to bnild an ark to save himself 
and family, and xepieBentatives of all 
teirestrial animals. Some maintain 
that aa the design waa to destroy only 
man, tlie flood was not nni- 
versal but local, and confined to 
that jiart of the earth occu- 
pied by man. But the language of 
Moses clearly teaches that it was univer- 
sal. The Chaldeans, GreelcB, Mexicans, 
Hindoos, South Eea lalandera, Indiana 
of America, indeed all nations from the 
remotest period have atoriea of a flood 
that destroyed all the race except a man 
and a woman. Very ancient Assyrian 
coins have on them an ark with a man 
and a woman in it, and a bird'llying to- 
wards it with an olive branch. Shells 
and fossilized plants and animals have 
been found on moantains far above the 
line of vegetation and perpetual snow. 
Aa they eonld not hare existed there 
they must hare been carried thither by 
a flood that covered the mountains. The 
statement in Geneais, and made much of 
by akeptica, that if the flood roae, aa they 
say, according to Mosea, only 15 feet 
above Mount Ararat, it would yet leave 
tliouaanOa of feetof the Himalayaa, Alps, 
Cordilleraa and Rockiea unaubmereed, 
waa answered clearly from a theologian 
atandpoint. It waa also shown that, by 
the laws of iiquida flnding their level, 
whatever waa the depth of tlie 
waters in the East, would be that over 
all the earth, for even if the waters buret 
out only in Asia Minor it had a period of 
200 days to apread, as the flood lasted a 
year and ten days. As to the immenao 
quantity of water necessary to cover the 
earth to the depth of Mount Balcer, 
which is as high aa Ararat, or even to 
that of the Himalayas, it would be no 
more in relation to the masaof the earth 
than a profuse porapiration would be in 
relation to the iiody of a man, for the 
higheet mountain is no more in relation 
to the earth than the seratcli of a pin 
would be in relation to a school globe; 
ao tiiat even if the flood covered the 
whole earth to the depth of the higheat 
mountain it would bo comparatively a 
a email thing. In speaking of the flood, 
we forget that three-fourth of the oirth 
ia now covered with water, ^me 
critics doubt the credibility of the 
Hood story, because it speaks 
of Ararat as the restinft place 
of the ark, which moantaia is covered 
with perpetual snow and ice, and thia 
would have made the descent for Noah 
and his family perilous, if notim])osBibIo, 
without conaidering tho descent of the 
large animals in tho ark. There ia no- 
thing in tiencKis to bhow that tho 
present Mount Ararat is meant; for 
"the mountains of Ararat" w<ire a chain 
ol mountaiuB. But even it the present 
Mount Ararat ia meant, 1,000 years 
would mnko great ehnngea in it. It is 
easier to believe tho story of tlie flood 
given by Moses, then to believe some of 
thoargnmema and tlieoriea advanced to 
diacredit it. The ark waa not by IG.'i 
feet as long aa the " Great Eastern." It 
waa 525 feet long, 87 feet wide, and 52 
feet deep. Boat buildera . say that its 
dimensions for freight carrying were 
about perfect; and it baa been proven 
that it would carry one third more 
freight than a boat of modern build with 
the same cubic feet capacity. 

Noah is the first man in the Bible 
called rigliteouB, who aaved others, and 
thus became a type of Christ, As a

preached by his words, his life, and the 
building of the ark for 120 years, and 
made no covert ontside of his family; 
and. indeed, one of his own aons was no 
doubt among the loudest scoflere. Little 
progreas could a preacher of righteous* 
ncaa make with a son like Ham in ills 
family. The builders of the ark per- 
ished, and many, it may be feared, of 
workers in building up the church of 
God shall perioh through unbelief. Tlie 
jieople could not eee a cloud, and called 
Noah a crank and n fool ; but lie through 
it all heard God's voice: "My Spirit 
shall not always strive with man; make 
thee an ark."

HAEEY JENSEN DEAD. 

One of tbe Prisoners at the Provincial Jail 
Will Never Finish His Sentence. 

Harry Jensen, one of tlie jirisonera in 
tlie provincial jail haa liis term unex- 
pectedly cut short by death on .'^iinilay. 
Jensen waa aomewhut of acliaraeter, and 
a slippery follow to hold, for be made his 
escape aeveral tiinea from the hands of 
the iaw, and only in July liad six montha 
added to hia sentence for attempted ea- 
cape. ICarly in the spring Jensen stole 
aome whiskey from Mr. Sam. Clay's 
saloon and then carried it away 
in a boat he purloined. A little 
later he waa captured on the West Coast 
by provincial conatablo Seely, who had 
eome difficulty in landing hia prisoner 
as Jensen made no fewer than three at- 
tempts to eacape and bad to be intimi- 
dated by a couple of revolver shots fired 
in his direction. 

In April Jensen was sentenced to IS 
months in jail for stealing, and in July, 
when he was at work in the jail quarry, 
he efl'ected hia escape. For a abort time 
he led the police quite a chaae, for though 
he never went far from town, it seemed 
impoeaible to take him. It turned out 
afterwarda that he had been in town sev- 
eral times dresaed in women's clothes, 
and at laat a trap was laid for him and 
Conatable McDonald captured him out 
on the Oak Bay. road. For this at- 
tempted eacape six months were added 
to Ilia first sentence. 

On Sunday morninE Jenaen complain- 
ed of paina in hia head and Dr. Helm- 
cken gave him some medicine in the 
forenoon. The prisoner lay down in hia 
cot in the afternoon and when in the 
evening the doctor returned he found 
that Jensen had died in hia Bleep. Tbe 
in(iuest held yesterday afternoon showed 
epilepsy as the cauae of death.

Piper Robertson striking up 
"The Cock 0' the North" and "High- 
land Laddies, " and Mr. McDonald fol- 
lowing with the famous tune that is 
heard reverberating through the ancient 
Edinburgh Caatle in the early morning, 
"Johnny Cope."

British Precedent and Present Prac- 
tice Favor Connection with 
Commercial Euterprlse. 



And Political Enemies Display Only 
Spite in Griticisiug; British 
Uolnmbia Ministers. 



To THE Editor: — It is to be hoped 
that the majority of Mr. Turner's ad- 
herents will welcome the "interview" 
pubUslied in last Sunday's Colonist. 
Public men in England have, in recent 
years, been rather too prone to treat 
with silence any violent attacks made 
against their character, particularly 
when snch attacks have been peculiarly 
bitter and persistent. In certain cases 
there is no doubt that silence is the best 
form of showing contempt. YtSt I think 
that under the circumstances the pub- 
lisiiing of Mr. Turner's "apologia" is 
fully justified, in spite of the vitupera- 
tion and bitterness displayed by tho 
hostile press. The pith of Mr. Turner's 
argument is— I take it to be—-" I desired 
and intended to bring English capital 
into this country; and conceived that, 
by accepting the position which my op- 
ponents decry, I should be carrying out 
my intentions." Mr. Turner now gives 
ua a definite and reasonable explanation 
of his conduct. Without doubt English 
capital is needed in this country. Cana- 
dian capitalists are scarce. Some of the 
few, who have made ventures here, burnt 
their lingers badly during the Rosslnnd 
boom. 

English capitalists have hitherto been 
rather shy of British Columbian ven- 
tures, and Americans havo not been 
slow to reap the benefit of this shyness. 
Furthermore, we havo it from Sir. Tur- 
ner, that there is a necessity for such 
companies as tlioee with which he has 
recently become connected. As head of 
one of the largest mercantile firms in the 
province, he has every opportunity of 
judging of such matters ; and there are 
doubtless many who concur with his 
stated opinion. The fact of his namo 
appearing on the advisory board of cor 
tain companies has apparently attracted 
some attention in England. However, 
I fail to perceive, what the local opposi- 
tion press seems so anxious to point out, 
that the English papers condemn Mr. 
Turner and iiis associates for tho mere 
fact of their having allowed their names 
to be used in support of a commercial 
undertaking. That the companies them- 
eelvea have been criticised, and that, 
consequently, Mr. Turner and Mr. Poo 
ley havo been taken to task as to their 
wisdom in associating themselveH with 
the same I do not deny. 

Mr. Turner suggests that the English 
press criticisms are the result of hostile 
wire-pulling in London, fie this as it 
may, let ns assume for the nonce, that 
the criticisms are Pennine. I cannot 
help thinking (and I am sure many will 
agree with me) that both Mr. Turner 
and Mr. Pooley are better able to form a 
proper estimate of tho financial status 
and commercial value of the companies 
ill f;ne^tion than the London financial 
critics are. 

Be it uuderBtood that I hold no brief 
for Messrs. Turner and Pooley; the 
former I have met only once (it was by 
the banks of the Kootenay river, and our 
brief conversation was purely of a pis- 
catorial nature), and I no not even know 
who the latter gentleman is, save that he 
is a member of the present administra 
tion— I may be wrong, but I infer as 
much from the local newspapers. I bo 
long to no party, and what little I know 
of provincial politics does not create in 
me a fervid desire to know more.{STht re- 
fore, being without the pale, I only plead 
for fair play on behalf of these gentle 
men. For does it not amount to this? 
Mr. Turner's opponents seek to condemn 
him before trial. Suppose tliat I\Ir. 
Turner's most sanguinu wiehea are grati- 
fied; that these undertakings prove a 
great financial and coinniercial success 
that, not only the shareholders of the 
companies but the whole colony, benefit 
considerably by them. What then? 
Who will then rise up and question Mr. 
Turner's present conduct? The fact is 
that the clamor of the local press against 
public men accepting such positions is 
absurd. The principle may be right or 
it may be wrong (I am not going to dis 
cuss that question now), but such as it 
is, the principle is one which is adhered 
to all over the British Empire. 

I could (^uoto many examples to prove 
this, but two eapecially occur to me as 
indirectly I was connected with both 
concerns. About eight years ago there 
was formed in London a company called 
tho Li'.w Guaranlee and Trust Company. 
The objects of tho company, in fact the 
whole concern, was at the time subjected 
to Honin ratlicr severe criticism in tho 
press. C)ne of the trustees of the society 
was the; then I^ord Chancellor; another, 
the tuaster of the rolls (Lord E.'^hor) ; ant" 
on the board of directors were live hig! 
court judges. • This society, through 
varying fortunes, has succeeded in es 
tabiishing itself on a firm and lasting 
bania. Further, it has proved of great 
benefit tj the community, notably to 
trustees, a fact that any London lawyer 
can testify to, and it goes without Bay- 
ing that the confidence placed in the 
society all along has been maintained 
and strengthened by tho uii blemished 
public character of the trustees and 
directors. The other example to which

bury ! The name of : insurance com- 
panies in England to-day.ia legion and 
competidon ia rife. The IThiveirBiferJLife 
advertize freely and do not hesitate to 
put forward in a prominent manner the 
uame of their noble chairman. 

Can it be doubted that the learned 
judges and noble marqnyi aforesaid be- 
lieved that in lending tueir names to 
these undertakings (doubtless for a con- 
aideratiou in the ehapeof directors' fees ; 
and if not, why not?) they were giving, 
and continue to give, to the general 
public a guarantee of stability and in- 
tegrity for thoee individual companies? 

It is obviously unjust for anyone, un- 
less prepared to prove that Mr. Turner 
and Mr. Pooley have merely lent their 
names for their own profit in order to 
bolster np companies which they know 
to be rotten, to even suggest that these 
Kentlemen have acted otherwise than, 
we have assumed, the English premiers 
and the English judges haveaoted under 
almost similar circumstances. 

In England the politician endeavors to 
keep up the pleasing fiction that hia sole 
aim and endeavor in life is for hia fellow- 
men. So great is his love and devotion 
for the common weal, that his life as a 
public man is wholly self-sacrificing and 
disinterested. Such a tale may appeal 
to middle-aged spinsters, unbeneficed 
clergy, and the like; but the common 
place, common sense individual (that is 
all I claim to be) ia rude enough to wink 
and apply the slang word — bunkum — to 
such platitudes. But in British Colum- 
bia we are hardly educated up to fin de 
siecle politics; rather; the question is 
o[}icc, pure and simple, and the Jack out 
of otfice will try to oust the Jack in 
ofiice. But I conceive that there are 
many even-minded individuals in this 
province who will draw the lino at unre- 
strained and illogical abuse. The lawyer 
has a poor case whose sole defence ia to 
abuse hia opponent. 

Ail the world over there is inherent in 
the British blood a sneaking regard for 
fair play. There are many from the old 
country and doubtless will be many 
more, who like myself intend to make 
this province their home. It is possible, 
nay probable, that some of these settlers 
will play a more or leas important part 
in provincial politics. Without arrogat- 
ing to myself the right to speak on be- 
half of my fellovF settlers, I think I may 
safely say that nothing is more calcu- 
lated to disgust the right minded 
Englishman than a party policy which 
allows its adherents to pour forth un 
justified abuse on their opponents, in 
language which is only regarded in style 
by the worst types of American political 
rags. Human nature ia human nature 
all the world over, and the human 
mecbanisras to which political econo- 
mists would reduce us are in the average 
proportion of one to a million. The 
quosition of self-interest must and in 
reality does appeal to every man. The 
high minded perfectionist who subordi- 
nates his own interests absolutely to 
those of hia fellow men may exist ; it has 
never been my pleasure to meet him, 
But the successful man in life is ho who 
tempers hia desire for power or gain 
with a modicum of i)hilanthropy,in fact, 
the man who, while advancing his own 
interests, does so conjointly when pos- 
pible, with the interests of hia fellow 
men. Tho man who persistently ad- 
vances hia own interests at the expense 
of his fellows ignominiously falls. 

My ideal man may not suit the taste 
of some. And what humbugs there are 
in the world ! Verb Sap. 

Time alone can efaow whether Mr, 
Turner and his political ally have been 
correct in their judgment as to the 
necessity for, and the bona fides of, these 
companies. But as regards the prin 
ciple involved, I fail to see why these 
gentlemen are to be blamed, much less 
to be abused.
